LONDON, Nov. 16 (AP)—Chil- 
dren born between May and Oc- 
tober score slightly better in in- 
telligence tests than those born 
in winter months, a British scien- 
tist said last night. 

The observation was made in a 
radio lecture vy Dr. Peter Brian 
Medawar, professor of zoology 
and comparative anatomy at 
London University. 

The child, he suggested, re- 
flects the intelligence of the par- 
nets, who often prefer to have 
their children in mild weather. 

“Is it the season of conception 
that somehow affects the intelli- 
gence of children, insofar as 
tests can measure it?” he asked. 
“Or is it the intelligence of the 
parents that influences the sea- 
son of the conception?” 

Medawar said also there seems 
to be statistical evidence that 
young mothers give birth to 
more boys than girls. °

Steel Strike Hurt U.S. Economy 
More Than Previously Believed

te of $484,500,000,000 to 
000,000 in Third Quarter. 


ASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (UPD. 


GOVERNMENT ECONOMISTS disclosed yesterday that the 
steel strike hurt the economy more than they previously believed, 
A Department of Commerce report showed that the gross 
national product of goods- and services skidded from an annual 
rate of $484,500,000,000 in the second quarter of 1959 to $478,600,- 


000,000 in the third. 

Earlier, the nation’s output for 
the July-August-September third 
quarter had been estimated ten- 
tatively at $481,000,000,000. 

The steel strike began July 15. 
The 500,000 workers who produce 
87 per cent of the nation’s steel 
tonnage returned to the mills 
eight days ago under an 80-day 
back-to-work court order. 

ANTICIPATING the strike, 
business men laid in record steel 
stockpiles last spring, giving the 
economy a shot in the arm in 
the second quarter. Non-farm in- 
ventories were fattened at an 
annual rate of $9,800,000,000 in 
the spring. 

Business men used up their 
stockpiles in the summer by 
liquidating inventories, particu- 
larly steel reserves. This turn- 
around knocked 11 billion dol- 
lars from the gross national 
product for the third quarter. 

The net third quarter reduction 


was partly offset by gains in 
consumer spending, Government 
outlays and the country’s for- 
eign trade balance.
